The northern group of German 
warships, the statement adds, dis- 
patched a torpedo boat squadron 
between the islands of Ocsel and 
Dago, which pressed back the Rus- 
sian patrols. Russian naval forces 
reinforced the patrol and accepted 
battle, whereupon the German ships 
retired.

A third group of German war- 
ships, consisting of cruisers and tor- 
pedo boats, approached the south- 
west coast of Oesel Isiand and bom- 
barded unimportant parts of the 
coast.

The Bourse Gazette 
Says the situation of the country is 
the more complicated because a so- 
lution must be found, not only of 
the unsatisfactory state of affairs in 
the interior, but of the problem pre- 
sented by the closing of the Gulf 
of Riga by the Germans. The 
Russkaya Volia says:

War Department Takes Sitcps to 
Prevent Further Dispatch of 
Private Messages Telling of 
Troop Movements—Offenders are 
Liable to Court-martial.

WASHINGTON, Oct.. 16.— 
Aroused by publication in some 
parts of the country of private 
cablegrams announcing arrival of 
American troops in France, the 
War and Navy departments today 
took stepe to prevent a repetition of 
the incidents which may result in 
the court-martial of the officers 


who sent the messages. 

In one case a former National 
Guard officer wired his Governor of 
the arrival of the State's troops, but 
so far as is known here, newspapers 
fn that locality observed the gov- 
ernment’s voluntary censorship re- 
quest and did not print the cable. 

In the other case, however, 3 
former National Guard officer tele- 
graphed the Governor of his State 
of the arrival of his regiment, with 
a request that it be given fullest 
publicity. The Governor's office 
gave out the cablegram and many 
papers in that State printed the 
news. This morning other news- 
papers published the dispatch and 
added the number and designation 
of the regiment; all in violation of 
the voluntary censorship. 

The War Department has most 
urgentivy requested that nothing 
whatever be printed about arrivals 
of troops abroad, promising at the 
same time to report promptly any 
casualties. Friends who know 
troops have sailed and hear noth- 
ing further may assume they have 
arrived safely. 

Steps crates will be taken to 
prevent the sending of similar mes- 
sages from the other side and to 
prevent their delivery if necessary, 
should they get through by mistake. 
All troops abroad now are under 
the Federal government and longer 
are under State control. By reason 
of this fact the government can ex- 
ercise what the War Department re- 
Zards as a necessary 
over news of their movements.

UNDER FEDERAL BOARD. 


President Sounds the Call to Arms to 
‘All the Financial Institutions 
in the U nited States. 7

ASHINGTON, Oct. 15.— 
President Wilson tonight 
sounded a call for the 

mobilization of all the nation's 
gold reserves under supervision 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 

In a statement made through 
the board, the President called 
upon all eligible nonmember 
State banks and trust companies 
to join the Federal reserve sys- 
tem without further delay, that 
they may “contribute their 
share’ to the consolidated gold 
reserves of the country and ald 
more effectively in “a vigorous 
prosecution and successful ter- 
mination of the war.” 

Scores of such institutions 
have flécked to the system with- 
in the past three weeks, among 
them some of the largest trust 
companies in New York, Phila- 
delphia and other cities. The 
movement to the Federal re- 
serve system has lacked only a 
final impelling force to assume 
the proportions of a landslide. 
Within less than three weeks, 
resources of such institutions in 
the system have risen from 


$1,.200,000,000 to more. than 
$2,.600,000,000. 
Liberty Loan financing, the 


resultant activity in the money 
markets, the effect of the gov- 
ernment’s huge financial “«rans- 
actions upon the bond markets 
and the stock exchanges of the 
country have made it impera- 
tive, In the view of the admin- 
istration, for the Federal Re- 
serve Board to contro! not a ma- 
jor fraction of the gold reserve 
of the country, but the entire 
amount. The recent embargo on 
gold exports has made it highly 
desirable that this control be ac- 
quired as speedily as possible 

With the board.in active daily 
‘control of the country’s huge 
store of gold, at present more 
than $3,000,000,000, watching 
every avenue through which it 

may be loosed and vigilant in its 
supervision of the country’s bank- 
ing activities, officials believe. 
that the financial position of the 
country may. be rendered as 
nearly impregnable as human 
skill can make it. 

At present, the board controls 
the activities of institutions rep- 
resenting only one-half of the 
country’s total banking re- 
sources. The latest report of 
the Comptroller of the Currency 
places at several millions above 
$16,000,000,000 the resources of 
the banks within the system. 
Since that report was issued, 
however, nearly $1,500,000,000 
in resources have been added 
through the acquisition of new 
members. 

There are, however, between 
8000 and $000 eligible banks 
“and trust companies, with re- 
sources estimated at from $12,- 
000,000,000 to $16,000,000,000, 
whose activities are entirely be- 
yond the control of the Federal 
government, being governed 
only by State laws. The Presi- 
dent addressed himself to these 
institutions. ;

ALL U.S. FOREIGN MAIL.

Up to date there has been no mall 
censorship in the United States, but 
all American mails for Europe, ex- 
cept those transported on steamers 
sailing directly for Spanish ports, 
have been opened by British or 
French censors. ° 

It is probable that incoming EPuro- 
pean malls which have been passed 
by Allied censors will not be re- 
censored by the newly-created Amer- 
ican censorship board. This would 
be a duplication of the work of a 
large force of experts who have been 
engaged upon it for more than two 
vears. Outgoing Eurepean malls, in- 
cluding those destined for Europe, 
undoubtedly will be censored by the 
American board, which in time 
probably will relieve the British and 
French censors of this end of the

Alr Mail Routes Planned from 
Capital to Several Smaller Cities 
of the Republic—Machines are 
Designed for Fiying at Extreme 
Altitudes. : 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) . — 
MONTEREY (Mex.) Oct. 12.— 
The Mexican government recently 
finished the construction of a large 
airplane factory in the City of Mexi- 
co and will build many of these ma- 


purposes, according to the authori- 
tative announcement made by Col. 
Gustavo Salinas, who is in charge 
of the new plant and is also at the 
head of the aeronautic branch of the 
army. In connection with this new 
factory, the government is conduct- 
ing a school of aeronautics for the 
purpose of training young men in 
this branch of service. 

The plans of the government for 
the use of airplanes are of the most 
elaborate kind. It is purposed to 


establish aerial mail routes between 
the City of Mexico and Puebla, 
Cuernavaca, Guadalajara, Pachuca 
and Toluca. Besides these airpine 
routes that will center in the .capi- 
tal, the government has in con- 
templation the establishment of 
similar routes connecting the larger 
cities of the country with the more 
remote towns. There are already in 
practical service two mail airplanes 
plying between the City of Mexico 
and Puebla. It is stated that the 
machine which the Mexican govern- 
ment is manufacturing is of a differ- 
ent type from that in use in the 
United States for military purposes. 
is constructed so as to be adapted 
or flying at great altitudes. This 
Ys necessary on account of the alti- 
tudinous location, not only of the 
City of Mexico, but of several of the 
other large municipalities. The 
height above the sea level of some 
“ these cities is more than 8000 
eet. 
The Mexican government recently 
Placed in military service a large 
number of new airplanes for scout- 
ing duty. They are found to be 
specially valuable in locating bands 
of brigands in the rougher portions 
of the country, thus enabling the 
troops to make attacks upon the 
outlaws and bring about the eradica- 
tion of this disturbing element.

LAUDS DEAD OFFICER. 


Commander of Il-fated American 
Submarinc Praised for His 
Bravery After Explosion. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 
¢ WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The of- 
ficial report of the investigation of 
the explosion on the submarine A-7 
at Manila last July which resulted 
in the death of her commander, 
Lieut. Arnold Marcus of San Fran- 
cisco and several men, praises the 
conduct of Lieut. Marcus in the 
highest terms. Secretary Daniels in 
a letter transmitting the report to 
the officers’ widow concurs with the 
official board’s report that Lieut. 
Marcus by his gallant conduct when 
he was dying upheld “the best tra-

The official investigation disclosed 
that after the explosion, caused by 
the ignition of gasoline vapor by an 
electric switch, Lieut. Marcus sent 
all of his men out of, the hold be- 
fore leaving himself—-went to the 
bridge while suffering from burns 
which killed him and personally 
took the helm with the idea of sav- 
ing his ship by beaching her. When 
rescue ships took off the crew, Lieut. 
Marcus refused to leave and asked 
that he be disregarded. 

“It was shown from the evidence 
brought before the board,” Secre- 
tary Daniels wrote, “that the conduct 
of your husband was that of a most 
gallant officer, whom, although fa- 
tally wounded, without regard to

Noted Authorities Over 
Methods of Maintaining Interna- 
tional Justice After the War and 
Adopt Resolutions to Set Forth 
Their Ideas. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Sept. 30.—Desire to as- 
sist in formulating “a practicable 
plan, in accordance with the prin- 
ciple of the League of Nations, to 
maintain international peace and 
justice after the war,” was expressed 
in a resolution adopted by a confer- 
ence of lawyers recently held here. 


Lord Parmoor, in his opening ad- 
dress; said he would like to see the 


which of the nations at war are 
prepared to adopt some common in- 
ternational arrangement in order to 
prevent as far as possible any recur- 
rence of such a war as the present 
one. This, he said, would be a fairly 
effective test of the real position. 

Baron Buckmaster of Chedding- 
ton, formerly Lord High Chaneellor, 
said it was exactly three years ago 
since Austria delivered ulti- 
matum to Serbia, which had led &® 
the conflagration in which the 
world was being fast consumed. It 
arose out of a murder which was 
easily susceptible of adjustment by 
a body of fair-minded men. Yet that 
one murder had cost the murder of 
millions, and millions more would 
yet be led to the sacrifice. Out of 
this welter of strife, in which no 
single point of agreement seemed 
capable of being reached, there 
was one point, he said, en which 
all were agreed, and that was: when 
this war ended we must make con- 
ditions which would prevent it ever 
recurring. If any power imagined 
this security could be gained by 
crushing its adversaries, it was 
doomed to pitiable failure. The peo- 
ples, he said, would universally ac- 
cept the idea of a league of na- 
tions. 

Lord Shaw expressed the opinion 
that armaments beyond those neces- 
sary for the maintenance of order 
within the state and for the national 
quota towards the international 
force should be an offense against 
the executive power of the league. 

Other speakers discussed the ma- 
chinery of an international tribunal 
which should have authority to de- 
cide international questions, and toa 
enforce its decisions. 

Sir Walter Phillimore hoped there 
would be a Geneva convention or a 
Hague conference on a much larger 
and better scale and that a league 
would be formed in which evéry na- 
tion that was a party to the treaty 
would at least have the opportunity 
of joining, and to which those few 
nations not necessarily parties to the 
treaty might accede.

FIVE HUNDRED SHIPS 
ARE COMMANDEERED.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Ap- 
proximately 500 American coastwise 
and ocean ships of 2500 tons or 
more were commandeered today by 
the government.

The order requisitions all 
cargo ships carrying 2500 tons total 
dead weight, including ‘Ddunkers, 
water and stores, and all passenger 
steamers of not less than 2500 tons 
gross register. Approximately four- 
fifths of the number taken ower are 


cargo ships.

Findings. 


CITY SURGEON 
IS EXONERATED.|$ 


Hospital Staff is Cleared of 
‘Neglect Charges. 


Mild Reproof Administered by 
Council Report. 


Two members of the Public 
Safety Committee of the Council 
yesterday exonerated Chief Surgeon 
Gilmer and his assistants of the Re- 
ceiving Hospital of neglect and mis- 
management of affairs. A minority 
report, filed by Councilman Mallard 
severely criticised the surgeon and 
his staff and recommended “that the 
position of chief surgeon be declared 
vacant.” 

The two members making the ma- 
jority report were Chairman Olsen 
and Mr. Cleveland. They said Chief 
Gilmer and his staff were victims of 
a system and completely exonerated 
them. In concluding their report, | 
however, they said: 

“To the surgeons, we suggest that 
the public can see no merit in pro- 
fessional ethics which will permit 
sponges to be left in wounds with- 
out careful repert t6 succeeding sur- 
geons, even though such report is 
not asked for; nor careless diagnosis 
of a case so that a woman with a 
broken hip is assured she can walk; 
nor heartless remarks to relatives 
anxious to know the condition of 
patients; nor the taking advantage 
of patients for prospective gain. We 
recommend that the hospita! staff 
purge itself of such practices.” 

Following is the report filed‘ by 
Councilman Mallard: 

“In the investigation of the 
charges against the staff of the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, after having heard 
all the testimony pertaining thereto. 
T have concluded that the action of 
Surgeon J. P. Gilmer in the Kodama 
case deserves the severest censure. 
Dr. Gilmer undoubtedly took advan- 
tage of Kodama, a sick patient, who 
was ignorant and in a state of mental 
collapse when he (Gilmer) obtained 
a power of attorney from the Jap- 
anese. 

“Dr. Stookey had a strange con- 
ception of professional etiquette in 
not notifying the succeeding doctor 
that patient Mort Hill had three 
sponges in his abdomen, stating it 
would have been ‘butting in’ to have 
done s0. 

“In the case of Marv A. Service, 
76 years of age, Dr. Zorhb’s treatment 
of the case in placing Mrs. Service 
on her feet, telling her to walk as 
there was nothing the matter with 
her, cannot be commended. Mrs. 
Service had been struck by an auto- 
mobile and had sustained a fracture 
of the hip. 

“In the case of Esther Solomon. 
witness Eliza Heffner testified, ‘We 
called up the hospital—asked if she 
had regained consciousness. They 
anewered, “Yes, when we got the al- 
cohol out of her.” <As a matter of 
— no alcohol was pumped out of 
er.’ 

“Esther Solomon testified that 
money was demanded before water 
would be given to her and her testi- 
mony is entitled to credence. Money 
making in this hospital seems to 
have been the first consideration, 
and I recommend legislation be en- 
acted preventing all connected there - 
with from receiving money from 
patients while in the hospital and 
after they leave to be treated else- 
where. I also recommend that the 
Emergency Hospital be placed under 
the control of the health bureau. 
that X-ray apparatus be purchased 
and a contract be made with an 
operator, who will be subject to call: 
that the position of chief surgeon be 
declared vacant.” 

These reports will be read to the 
Council this morning. 


JURY DISAGREES. IN 
ACTION FOR DAMAGES. 


A jury in United States Judge 
Trippet’s court last evening dis- 
agreed in the suit brought by John 
E. Hafer, a street car conductor, 
against Mr. and Mrs. H. K. Clover 
for injuries on account of being run 
into by the defendants’ automobile 
at Twelfth and Main streets Febru- 
ary 2, the plaintiff asking for a 
judgment of $17,000. 

In the first bill filed by Hafer, he 
asked for $10,000, but later on it 
was amended to call for the in- 
creased amount. Judge Trippet gave 
an instructed verdict for Mrs. 
Clover, so that the husband alone 
and his connection with the accident 
was considered by the jury.

SECRETARY FLAYS KAISER 
IN CAMP KEARNY SPEECH. 


America is in War to Destroy Despotism, 
He Tells Soldiers. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.}] 


“America is In the war to de- 
stroy despotism, to maintain her 
rights and spread freedom through- 


out the world and with all the power 
of an aroused nation to back the 
men who are to do the fighting, will 
win,” said Secretary of the Treasury 
William G. McAdoo this afternoon 
in addressing between 8000 and 12,- 
000 soldiers here. 

The Secretary was introduced to 
the assembled soldiers by Brig.-Gen, 
George H. Cameron, commander of 
the Fortieth Division, stationed here. 

The Secretary stood and viewed 
the straight lines of uniformed offi- 
cers and men before beginning his 
address. He discussed America’s po- 
sition with regard to the war, the 
recent acts passed by Congress in be- 
half of soldiers, such as the insur- 
ance bill and allotment regulations, 
by which the government adds more 
than half of the soldier's pay to that 
allotted to families by the soldiers 
themselves and the Liberty Bonds. 

For the first time since the camp 
was located here the entire com- 
mand assembled, presenting an in- 
spiring sight, which seemed to give

a theme to the speaker. The feeling 
‘that possibly National Guardsmen

men. The soldiers’ cheered the 
mention of the men who are soon to 
join them. 

Mr. McAdoo was accompanied by 
Rear-Admiral Grayson and Con- 
gressman William Kettner: of San 
Diego. 

He spoke, in part, as follows: 

“Gen. Cameron, fellow-country- 
men. This is, indeed, a very great 
Pleasure and honor to meet you 
here today and to see so many 
strong men  “[filling -this training 
camp, training in order that they 
may fight in this war, which has 
been forced upon us 80 that we 
might end despotism and make 
democracy safe here and through- 
out the entire world. 

CALLS KAISER DELUDED. 


you men the future of 
America and the world rests; it is 
your valor, courage and idealism 
that will save the world. I can't 
hélp thinking how utterly deluded 
the German Kaiser was when he 
forced the United States into the war 
with the expectation that America 
would not fight. This wild despot- 
ism of the Kaiser is stupidity on his 
part, and until this war is over and 
the Kaiser is overthrown, there will 
be no peace in the world. Until 
we get that peace, there is no peace 
worth having. It is you, young men, 
who have splendid ideals and ap- 
preciate this form of government, 
upon whom history will rest, It 


rests with you men to weather 
America through the gale and to do 
this quickly. 

“I was very much interested in 
the recent peace proposal of the 
Pope and was more interested in the 
reply of the German Chancelior. I 
Want to: the opening para- 
graph to you, 

Imperial Majesty the 
Kaiser King, has deigned to let me 
to see the Pope's message and has 
permitted me to make reply for the 
Kaiser King.’ 

“Did you notice in the opening 
paragraph that it was not Kaiser 
alone but Kaiser the King, so yoy 
can see to be Kaiser you must be 
King. But we will not permit him 
to become Kaiser King of America 
or of the world, We will let him 
understand before we get through 
that a Kaiser King is not ace high 
to the American President. There 
is one Man possessed with the power 
of a master in Germany but in 
America the people are that power 
themselves and dictate to a man as 
their servant. This is the case in a 
democratic government. TIInI Ger- 
many the Kaiser is the supreme 
word but In America the President 
is governed by the voice of the peo- 
ple. When we get through there 
will be no despotism, but freedom 
and democracy throughout the en- 
tire world. I don’t say this in a 
spirit of vaunting. The principle of 
democracy is God-given and in that 
case will always prove victorious 
over despotism.” 

"Wile have never fought except for 
freedom, and we have never lost, 
and this war is no exception to the 
rule. Not only did the Kaiser King 
assassinate American citizens on the 
high seas, violate his promises, which 
are like his treaties, but issued an 
edict to the world to remain out of 
a zone of 500 miles. And this/is

A year ago the mill workers on 
the water front struck and lost their 
strike. It was claimed at that time 
that their chances of winning the 
strike would have been better had

Cost of Car Fare to be 
Raised in November. 


Commuters are to Escape in 


Schedules. 


After November 1 {twill coat more 
to travel or to ship freight. The 
railroads, the steamship lines and 
the jitneys must collect and turn 
over to the government oa tax of 8 
per cent., where a passenger fare is 
over 35 cents, “not including the 
amount paid for season or commuta- 
tion tickets for trips less than thirty 
miles or transportation the fare for 
which does not exceed 35 cents.” 

The round-trip fare to Venice or 
Long Beach or Santa Monica ts 50 
cents. The passenger will pay the 
railway 54 cents from November 1 
on, The one-way fare to each of 


these points is 35 cents and, there- 
fore, no tax will be collected. When 
you travel, bring vour pennies with 
you. 

The round-trip fare to Pasadena 
is 25 cents, so there will be no tax; 
to Santa Ana it is $1, so the pas- 
senger will pay $1.08. : 

The result will no doubt be to 
increase the sale of commutation 
tickets, which for distances under 
thirty miles are not taxed. The sale 
of family commutation tickets will 
be especially increased. The larger 
part of the heavy suburban travel in 
and out of Los Angeles, running into 
many thousands of people each day, 
is within the thirty-mile distance. 

Fares paid on trains or to jitney 
bus drivers are taxed the same as 
tickets bought at ticket offices. The 
penalties are severe for failure to 
Pay up. 

If a ticket is purchased befcre No- 
vember 1 and partly used, no tax will 
be collected except on mileage and 
scrip books. When such books are 
presented on or after November 1 
the agent or conductor will collect 
the tax due. If a ticket is bcught 
before November 1 and not used un- 
til November 1 or thereafter, the tax 
must be paid before it will be accept- 
ed for passage. Commutation tickets 
purchased and partly used before 
November 1 will not be taxed, re- 
gardiess of distance. 

The tax on freight shipments is 3 
per cent. of the freight charges. It 
applies tc railways, steamship lUnes 
and motor trucks serving as common 
carriers in this section. Whoever 
pays the freight pays the tax. If you 
ship a carload of oranges east and 
the freight charge is $300, the tax 
will be $9.

WOMEN’S WORK, 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


Prof. G. H. Boke of the Univer- 
sity of California made what might 
have been a dull subject thoroughly 
interesting at the Woman's City Club 
yesterday. He talked on law and its 
relation to the conditions after the 
war and, taking the intelligence of 
clubwomen for granted and deleting 
superfluous compliments thereon, he 
made a plea that they would learn 
to think legally. He pointed out 
that the whole basis of life rests in 
the law, that the outcome of the rev- 
olutionary war in this country was 
the emergence of a great legal event 
-——the Constitution of the United 
States, which wielded the conflicting 
and diverse ideas and policies of the 
thirteen distinct and svvereign 
States into one great entity. And 
the keynote of his talk was that aft- 
er peace had been obtained by vic- 
tory and nothing but victory, that 
victory should ensure a permanent 
Peace founded on the firm basis of 
real international law. 

The solution, he said, lies In the 
establishment of a legal entity for 
the world by which law ts set high 
above force. The reason why inter- 
national law has failed in this crisis 
is that it has been rather a gentle- 
manly code of good manners, with 
no international police to enforce be- 
haviour, than an inviolable law car- 
rying punishment for nonperform- 


ance in its tral A mere code of 
international orals will not suffice 
against the eed, ambitions, in- 


irigues and rMttonal sympathies of 
the many countries. lle asked the 
women to prepare their minds for 
legal rather than sentimental settle- 
ments, to ensure; as the fathers of 
this country did, that all the blood 
of our men has been shed to govd 
purpose, 

Prof. Boke answered questions 
from the floor at the conclusion of 
his talk, and one lady hurled the 
poser at him. 

“If God has not been able to en- 
force His laws in ‘the world, how 
can man hope to enforce his.” The 
speaker confessed this was a little 
beyond his province, that man could 
only do the best he knew and hope 
for salvation.

commerce of America or our indus- 


trial fabric will be destroyed. 
“Once before in the history of the 
United States we were ordered off 
the high seas—that in 1812—but the 
American people rose and in a mass 
proclaimed our rights to the world, 
and brought victory to our shores. 
We must have the freedom of the 
seas and put despotism of the world 
to a determined end. te 
“You gallant men of this country 
who offered your services to defend 
our right must have the first con- 
sideration, and the Congress_of the 
Unietd States has placed legislation 
on the books during its last ses- 
sion, which just terminated. I had 
the honor to propose a bill in your 
behalf, upon the approval of the 
President, and Congressman William 
Kettner of this part of the country 
was a strong advocate. I am glad 
to say that the bill was unanimously 
adopted by both houses of Congress. 
“In previous wars the men whe 
fought our battles of freedom had 
to face that harrowing thought of 
their families being left without sup- 
port, or dependent upon others. But 
this will not nfw be the case, as 
the government has provided that 
soldiers may allot one-half of their 


| pay to their dependents and the gov- 


ernment will give eveg more. You 
are the best-paid soldiers in the 
world, and your government is going 
to arrange to care for wives and 
children or any dependent that you 
may leave. 

“We never want to go back to the 
old pension system with its political 
graft. You will not have to have 
any pull nor lobby for a bill to pro- 
tect you in your hour of need. The 
government will re-educate in a new 
occupation men-who are incapaci- 
tated and will not cause them te 
stay idle with no object in life. 

“It does not make any difference 
if a man is selected in the draft to 
serve his country, or if he joined 
voluntarily. If.s no disgrace to be 
chosen by the american people to 
serve their country. 

“No matter from which channel 
you came into arms you are entitled 
to all consideration. The govern- 
ment has destroyed the insurability 
of every man in uniform, but has de- 
cided that, after four months of 
service, insurance up to $10,000 at 
the lowest rates will be permitted. 
Now the government of the United 
States is the greatest insurance com- 
pany on the face of God's earth. I 
want to advise all you men to take 
out insurance. 

“You men are doing splendid in 
serving your country and I am 
greatly pleased to learn that you are 
willingly subscribing to Liberty 
Ronds, which is a sensible thing to 
do.

Wheth- 
er we like it or not, we are living in the 
new day and must adjust ourselves to the 
times. Some of the old German philoso- 
phers prophesied the return of the cave 
man and his methods, and the prophecy 
has been fulfilled in Germany. It seemed 
easy for the descendants of the Black For- 
est savages to relapse into the ways of 
their ancestors, but for the more civilized 
peoples of the globe it is not so easy. Teu- 
ton and Turk have changed but little in 
several centuries and that is why, although 
they are still stronme physically and not 
werk mentally, they are certain to be sub- 
dued by those spiritual forces that dom- 
every advancing nation. 


NCERNING PEACE. 

It looks like peace. And it is world- 
wide irony that, while everybody wants 
peace, wants it above almost anything else, 
everybody is afraid of peace—afraid that 
one side or the other will get the best of it. 
A disturbance on board German ships that 
has figured in the dispatches as a “revolt” 
is looked upon with suspicion by Washine- 
ton as having been staged for a diplomatic 
purpose; either to arouse false hope in the 
Allies or to have an excuse for rigorously 
suppressing the disturbers in the Reichstag. 
Mr. Taft, in a forceful and eloquent ad- 
dress, has warned the country against a 
“premature peace.” But the peace dove, if 
we may mix our metaphors, continually 
bobs up like a cork. Peace is in the air. 
There is no escaping the feeling that the 


world is very near to it. 


The Times was at first skeptical of the 
reported “revolt” on the German battle- 
ships; but the more we think of it the more 
inclined we are to believe that the reports 
are basically true and that the Kaiser is 
furious. At first he is said to have ordered 
the crew decimated, but later modified the 
order and had only the ringleaders shot. 
And as for having staged even a trifling 
mutiny, we cannot believe that Germany 
(so proud of its military discipline and so 
intent upon keeping the nation united and 
refusing to admit that anybody could pos- 
sibly be dissatisfied with the government) 
would willingly allow the impression to go 
out in the world that German sailors were 
disgruntled to the point of revolt. Signs 
of defection in the German navy and army 
would certainly arouse hope in the Allies: 
and also eagerness to smash and hit with 
redoubled fury and increase the despair of 
the enemy. And as for suppressing disturb- 
ers in the Reichstag, since when has the 
Kaiser needed more of a pretext than his 
imperious will? If things have come to 
such a pass in Germany that a mutiny must 
be staged as an excuse to punish and im- 
prison the clamorers for peace, then it fs 
obvious that the internal conditions are 
more precarious than a little revolt by a 
few sailors on a battleship would indicate. 

View the matter from any angle and it 
has in each a significance favorable for 
the Allies. And the question arises, how 
much discontent, how many mutinies, how 
many revolts, small and sporadic, have 
taken place of which neither the German 
people nor the world at large had an ink- 
ling? When Von Tirpitz will admit that 
“England is in a very favorable condition” 
{t means that the whole nation is without 
hope and without faith in the army and 
navy. Germany is simply caving in. The 
lines of defense are standing comparatively 
firm, but the tremendous pressure that the 
wor'd has brought to bear is affecting in- 
ternal Germany. The lack of food, fuel and 
Victories has played havoc with the spirit 
of the people. 

Mr. Taft warns the Allies to deny any 
Peace “that will rescue the Hohenzollern 
dynasty, the military autocracy, the Prus- 
Sian army regime from revolutionary de- 
struction.” 
turning Prussianism before countenancing 
peace; but as a matter of fact the Prussian 
military autocracy is already crushed as 
far as respect for it, and willingness to con- 
tinue to tolerate it, among the German 
people is concerned. The Prussian regime 
was glorified only because it promised a 
believing people to conquer the earth The 
people have learned that the Kaiser, to 
Whom they gave money and sons without 
stint, in whom they had faith comparable 
only to that of a zealot’s faith in his reli- 
gion, has failed miserably, and that their 
army cannot win. The people can never 
again have faith in militarism; and that in 
which they have no faith they will not sup- 
port. Their militarism now, as long as the 
war lasts, is their only hope of defense; 
but make peace and the prestige of mili- 
tarism will instantly crumble because it has 
failed. 


UFFRAGE A MOCKERY IN GERMANY. 
President Wilson has asserted repeat- 
edjy since the outbreak of the war that 
the United States seeks to democratize 
Germany; that the other nations of the 
world will have faith in the pledges of the 
German people, but will never again trust 
a “scrap of paper” to which is attached the 
signature and seals of the German autoc- 
racy. Sponsors from the house of Hohen- 
zollern have responded that the German 
government is, in reality, a democracy; 
that the Kaiser is only president of a board 
of directors representing the different Ger- 
man states, and that the Reichstag is the 
most democratic assemblage in the world. 

What are the facts? . 

Universal suffrage is guaranteed by the 
constitution of the confederated German 
states, but not FQUAL SUFFRAGE. In se- 
lecting members for the Reichstag, the so- 
called popular house in the German gov- 
ernment, every male citizen 24 years of 
are is permitted to take a part: that is 
universal suffrage; but the count is so ar- 
ranged that the voice of a single capital- 
ist—there are no such things as baliots in 
German elections—is often equal to that of 
a thousand workmen; and that is very 
nearly the antithesis of equal suffrage. 

If equal suffrage had prevailed in Ger 
many prior to the present war the military 
machine of the house of Hohenzollern 
would never have existed; for the average 
German is too careful of his finances to 
support so expensive and menacing a thing. 
Different electoral systems prevail in the 
different German states. For the purpose 
of this editorial we shal! consider that of 
Prussia only; for the kingdom of Prussia 
contains about two-thirds the population of: 
the German Empire; it elects two-thirds 
of the members of the Reichstag, and its 
King becomes automatically the German 
Emperor. 

In Prussia the Great Register is made up 
from the tax rolls. Prussia clings to the 
old system of Servius Tullius that he who 
pays the greatest sum for the support of a 
government shall have the greatest voice 
in the direction of that government. (ar- 
rying this system into effect, the electors 
of each district are divided into three 
classes, based on the proportionate amount 
of tax which they pay. Suppose a dis- 
trict which contains three thousand elect- 
ors and pays $39,000,000 in taxes: that 
means an allotment of $19,900,000 in taxes to 
each class. In this district the taxes of five 
capitalists may aggregate $19,000,000; then 


the vote of these five selects one-third the 


delegates from that district. The taxes of 
fifty other@ may $10,000,000: then 
these fifty electors will neme one-third the 
delegates from that district The rematn- 
ing third ef the delegates would he elected

by 2945 electors. Such is the extent to 
which equa] suffrage prevails in Prussia. 

Donald Paige Frary of the historical fac- 
ulty of Yale points out, in an illuminating 
article on “Democracy in Prussia,”’ appear- 
ing in the American Review of Reviews for 
October, that “At Essen the male head of 
the Krupps is the only man in Class I In 
his precinct, and Rothschild’s position at 
Frankfort was similar. .. In the fa- 
mous Twenty-eighth District 
there is only one elector in the first class 
and two in the second.” 

It is due to this system of electing mem- 
bers of the Reichstag that the Hohenzol- 
lern majority in that body is maintained. 

Secret balloting in Prussia is unknown. 
And voting is oral. Fach elector appears 
at his polling booth carrying his identifica- 
tion card. The chairman of the precinct 
asks him for whom he desires to vote*and 
the elector responds in an audible voice. 
The employer knows how his workmen 
have voted, the landlord how his tenant 
has voted, the banker how his borrowers 
have voted, and one whose vote is purchas- 
able gives open proof of delivery. By rea- 
son of this oral voting the government 
seeks to control the franchise of the middle 
class. The greater part of the capitalists 
are with the government. If a majority 
of the middle class can be controlled 


through financial connections the govern- 


ment has no reason to worry about the 
third or popular class. In the illustration 
just given, if the government can control 


‘two of the three major capitalists of the 


first class and a majority of the fifty minor 


Capitalists in the second class, it will not 


be concerned about the suffrage of the 2945 
electors of the third class. 

Despite the almost prohibitive handicap 
of this three-class system, the Social Dem- 
ocrats control about one-third the seats In 
the Reichstag. If equal suffrage prevailed 
they would be in the majority. But it will 
require pressure from without or a terrible 
revolution from within before equa! suf- 
frage can be obtained. It cannot be ob- 
tained at the polls, because any proposal 
for equal suffrage must run the cauntlet of 
this three-class system of suffrage. RBefore 
democracy can obtain equal suffrage in Ger- 
many aristocracy must accord it to them; 
but if the power of that aufocracy is once 
broken: if a single election could be held 
in which the. voice of every man would be 
equal to that of every other, the German 
people would elect to govern themselves 
Before the final terms of peace are agreed 
upon such an election may be held tnder 
the supervision of the allied nations is 
to hasten the day when the German people 
shall be arbiters of their own destiny that 
the American people are now called upon 
to make their heroic sacrifice.

HE PATRIOTISM OF MILLIONAIRES. 
Henry Ford made his multi-millions not 

by gambling successfully in Wall street, but 
by supplying the people with useful and 
necessary automobiles. The money he made 


he did not lock up in safe-deposit vaults or 


bury in the earth, or waste in ways detri- 
menta! or unnuseful to mankind. He Invested 
it in the manufacture of farm tractors and 
in other utilities, and in the development of 
other industries which have given employ- 
ment to hundreds of thousands of men and 
women, and the profits on these industries 
have in turn been invested in other indus- 
tries. If the government had taken from 
Mr. Ford all his vast profits except the com- 
paratively insignificant sum needed for his 
support, tt could do no more with those 
profits than he is doing, and could not man- 
age them nearly as well as he is managing 
them. 

The same may be said:of J. Ogden Armour, 
of John D. Rockefeller, and of many other 
American multi-milllonaires who have con- 
sidered that the possession of great wealth 
is a great trust which brings with it duties 
as Well as rights. They have asked them- 
selves the question: “Of what value at last 
is wealth unless one can use it for the ben- 
efit of his fellow-man’” Charon will not 
transport gold across the Styx at any rate 
of ferriage. Of what use is money except 
in one form and another to use it for the 
benefit of one’s fellow-men?. Even lavish 
personal expenditures benefit others. Ex- 
pensive toilets benefit the modistes and their 
workwomen, and expensive banquets benefit 
the waiters, and cooks, and the producers of 
the food. | 

Says the National City Bank of New York 
in its last circular: “The story of Henry 
Ford is the story of the development of in- 
dustry and of the progress of society from 
the beginning. The development which pre- 
ceded Mr. Ford an the business men of this 
time served as a foundation for them, and 
what they are doing will be the basis for 
those who folfow.” 

The benefits that are absorbed by owner 


‘ship of the profits of industry are infinites- 


imal compared with the benefits that are 
widely distributed as the development roes 
on. It ig an absurd assumption of socialism 
that nobody benefits from a rich. man’s 
wealth but himself. 

The taxation which the government levies 
upon Henry Ford will not diminish by one 
dollar his personal expenditures. It will 
come out of that portion of his income which 
is destined to investments, or in other words 
from that portion which is devoted to public 
purposes. It subtracts just as much from 
the capital fund as though the title to it waa 
in the nation. It may be called for in time 
of war for defense of the nation, but it {s in 
the common interest that it shall be replen- 
ished after the war is over. 7 


Our grade schools should concentrate on 
English. There is none too much time, 
even under the most favorable conditions, 
for such instruction. When the Italians, 


French, Scandinavians and Greeks are suf- 
ficiently powerful] politically, they will de- 
mand that these languages be taught—and 
what answer can we make? The time has 
come to end the whole business. English 
is the language of this country, and It is the 
only one that should be taught in the 
grades.

Jevons, the English economist, 
who, more than any other made the 
index number idea practicable, 
computed a good index number for 
England back to 1782. 

Others have computed rough iIn- 
dex numbers back to the thirteenth 
century and, with some breaks, 
back even to the eighth century. 

The “edict of Diocletion” in 301 
A.D. affords data for a still more 
ancient and still rougher compari- 
son. The prices there mentioned of 
eleven kinds of foods are found (by 
Prof. Ferguson of Bryn Mawr) to 
be on the average 50 per cents or 
60 per cent. of the pri¢es in the

words, the index number of prices 
for Rome in 301 A.D. stood at 590 
or 60 as compared with 100 in Amer- 
ica today. But this does not: imply 
that the Roman people were better 
off. On the contrary, from the same 
edict we find that Reman wages 
weré only 8 per cent. to 20 per cent. 
of American wages in 1912. That 
is, the Roman workman got, say. 
10 per cent. of the money wages of 
the modern American workman 
while he had to pay, say, half as 
much as the American for food. 
Consequently (if we may trust so 


“It is an timteresting fact that, 
throughout the ages, while prices 
have sometimes fallen, they have 
generally risen, although as the Ro- 
man comparison shows, this does 
not necessarily, or even usually mean 
increasing hardship. Prices are now 
five to ten times as high as a thou- 
sand years ago in France and from 
four to six times as high as 500 
years ago. 

And so we are not the only gen- 
eration to complain of the high cost 
of living. In the sixteenth century 
we find the complaint that wheat 
cost from three to ten times its av- 
erage price during the three preced- 
ing centuries and “all things else, 
whatever, sustenance for man, was 
likewise raised without all con- 
science or reason.” We are told that 
£5, 260 years before 1707 bought as 
much as £28 or £30 at that date. 

We may say, by the way, that this 
great upward movement of prices in 
the sixteenth century followed the 
importation in*o Europe of silver 
from the new, world. 

IN EARLY DAYS. 


But we have no really good meas- 
ure of price moevethents before 1782 
‘at which date Jevons’ index number 
for England begins. Betwéen 1789 
and 1809 his index number rose from 
85 to 161, or practically doubled in 
twenty years. 

Here again it is significant that, 
during these twenty years, there was 
a great outpouring from the mines, 


of gold and silver, especially silver. | 


There were also the Napoleonic wars 
and depreciated paper money. 

Between 1809 and 1849 prices fell. 
Jevons’s index number fell from 161 
to 64. That is, in these forty years 
English prices were reduced to less 
than half. 

Between 1849 and 1873 (although 
with two interruptions) British 


‘prices rose, according to . Sauer- 


beck’s well-known index number, 
from 74 to 111. A similar rise oc- 
curred in the other countries for 
which we have index numbers for 
that period, namely: The United 
States, France and Germany. 

Whatever the cause of this rise 
in prices may have been, the fact is 
that it followed closely after the 
great outpouring of Californian and 
Australian gold and a rapid develop- 
ment of banking. 

WHEN PRICES WERE LOW. 

Between 1873 and 1896 prices fell 
in countries using the gold standard 
and rose in countries using the sil- 
ver standard. 

It will be remembered that, 
throughout the world and particu- 1 
larly in the United States during 
this period, there was much con- 
troversy over prices and gold, sil- 
ver and paper money. We had in 
this country advocates of the green- 
back standard, of free silver, of in- 
ternational bimetallism, etc., as rem- 
edies for the great fall in prices and 
the depression of trade of which 
there were loud complaints. The 
ferment culminated in 1896 in the 
Bryan “free silver” cam- 


But. by the frony of fate, scarcely 
had the country become excited over 
falling prices when the movement 
turned upward again and, with few 
exceptions, it has been upward ever 
since. The old cry of too little gold. 
of too low prices, of depression of 
trade was forgotten and, the op- 
posite complaint of the high cost of 
living gradually gained strength. 
Meeker’s index number of the United 
States shows a rise between 1896 
and 1914 from 67 to 100 or about 
50 per cent. 

The most remarkable fact is that 
the course of prices up to the out- 
break of the war was. strikingly 
similar in all gold standard coun- 
tries for which we have statistics, 
namely: The United States, Canada, 
England, France, Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Switzerland, Russia, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium, and 
even, though less strikingly, in far 
away Australia,‘ New Zealand, Ja- 
pan and India.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE; 
THE 


Lecture Given at Shrine Auditorium by 
‘ Noted Churchman.

| Obuarch of Christ Scientist, in Boston, Mass., U.S.A. 


HE following lecture was de- 
T livered Sunday afternoon to a 
large audience in Shrine Audi- 
torlum by Mr. Braithwaite: 
it can hardly be denied that if, in 
ihe midst of the many cares and 
angieties with which we are beset, 


we are able to give one hour to the. 


comsideration of certain spiritual 
facta, that hour will have been well 


spent. 

It is, indeed, doubtful whether 
any real peace or satisfaction can 
come to us, until the understanding 
of the facts regarding life has su- 
perseded our-ordinary opinions 
about it, and facte are scientific 
things. Do you want to be in pos- 
seation of facts for the better gov- 
ermment of your life and to gain 
some freedom from the trammels of 
false opinions? Then which way 
are you to turn? To Science, as you 
helleve it to be? Or to Religion, as 
you think it is? 

This is the dilemma that has con- 
fronted many people in all ages, for 
wntil recently the scientific and re- 
ligtous systems of the day have al- 
ways regarded as so irrecon- 
aiiable in their point of view, as to 
make the pursuit of both simul- 
teneéously a practical impossibility. 
In recent years, however, the tend- 
ency has been for the paths to 
converge, and this may be due to 
the fact that the words. Christian 
Scfence, have now been before the 
world, welded together, for over 
fifty years, and have stood the test 
of every kind of onslaught and at- 
tempt to break them asunder. 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE AND ITS 

DISCOVERER. 


This is, perhaps, the best evidence

. but that it was the title de- 
tberately affixed to it by the dis- 
eoverer and founder of this teach- 
ing, Mary Baker Eddy, after years 
of. ecriptural research, combined 
with abundant proof of its healing 
and espiritualizing effect.

“I was a scribe under orders” (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. $11,) she 
writes of herself, and this attitude 
of being ‘“‘under orders” is charac- 
teristic. Throughout her long ca- 
reer, which was changed from a life 
of invalidism and apparent useless- 
ness to one of abounding health and 
usefulness, she continued faithful 
in her obedience to the divine guid- 
ance, and pledged to the service of 
humanity. I suppose that there are 
literally hundreds of thousands in 
the world today who are bearing 
witness to the value of the work 
she accomplished, who owe every- 
thing that trey enjoy in the way of 


spiritual understanding of the 
Scriptures, their very health and 
well-being to her teaching, and I 


count it a privilege to take my own 


stand in the ranks with such as 
these.

of the seemingly inescapable laws of 
sin and disease. Her teachings have 
released them from those supposed 
laws, and they are able to say with 


Jthe Psalmist, “Thy word is a lamp 


unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” 
CHALLENGE OF MATERIALISM. 


The boast of materialism, that it 
occupies the whole fleld of common 
sense, had never been fairly faced 
until Christian Sclence appeared to 
do it, and the moment this hap- 
pened, materialism, like the giant 
Goliath, was doomed. What do we 
mean by materialism? Well, in dic- 
tionary language, it is the doctrine 
that matter is the only substance, 
and that matter and its motions con- 
stitute the universe. 

What argument does Christian 
Science advance against this doc- 
trine? The argument of Christian 
idealism, namely, that all reality 
is in the nature of thought and that 
the universe is a manifestation of 


the mind, which is God, and that its 


motions are the evidence of a law 
which is spiritual, and not materia). 

Starting from the premise that 
what seems real and substantial to 
the five senses is, in fact, only as 
real as thought makes it, no more 
and no less, Christian Science places 
the test of all reality in thought and 
thought alone, holding that that only 
is real and eternal which God 
knows or creates, To quote the 
Christian Science text book (‘‘Sci- 
ence and Health,” p. 286) “God's 
thoughts are perfect and eternal, 
are substance and life. Material 
and temporal thoughts are human, 
involving error, and since God, spirit, 
is the only cause, they lack a divine 
cause. The temporal and materia! 
are not then creations of spirit. They 
are but counterfeits of the spiritual 
and eternal.” 

It is therefore in the realm of 
thought that we must learn to dis- 
tinguish between that which is fad- 
ing’ and mortal and that which is 
perfect and eternal, and always to 
choose the latter. The great teacher 
of Christianity concerned himself 
almost entirely with the thoughts of 
men, for He well understood that 
thought always precedes action. In 
His injunction to His disciples to 
provide themselves with “bags which 
wax not old,”” He was clearly point- 
ing to the kind of ideal or thought- 
model that they needed—a thought 
model derived from the eternal 
mind, God, and not from the so- 
called mind of the senses. 

I believe that there is a great 
longing in the world today for a 
better understanding of spiritual 
things, coupled with a belief that 
the remedy for many, if not all, ills 
lies that way, but it seems as if 
the way had been barred either by 
the hopeless scepticism of material- 


ity or else by those who for their 


own ends exploit spiritual teaching 
and thus offend honest people. The 
one safeguard, however, seems tw 
be that strange questioning pro- 
pensity which begins in our child- 
hood and which is never entirely 
quelled either by false teaching or 
adversity, and one may adopt the 
old proverb so as to read, “while 
there are questions, there is hope.” 
Take Job as an example of 
the most complete picture of hu- 
man adversity and misery and see 
how he responded to the advice to 
“Curse God and die.” He wouldn't 
listen to it; but instead there springs 
up such a crop of questions as: 
“What is Man? Why labour I in 
vain? Whence cometh wisdom, and 
where is the place of understand- 
ing?” There is hope in all these 
questions, and in the end we hear 
him say, “I have heard of Thee by 
the hearing of the ear; but now mine 
eye seeth Thee.” He has the 
answers, and is satisfied. 
VIEW OF THE AVERAGE MAN. 


But his may have 


of the average man, whose outfit of 
opinions—some of them hereditary, 
some educated, and some just ac- 
quired habits of thought—has let 
him down badly in the very hour 
of his need. Pessimism is arguing 
with him that it is no uge trying, 
he must fear this and fear that-— 
that there is no escape. He has 
tried to put a brave face on things, 
but financial burdens and health 
laws seem all against him. and the 
outlook is uncommonly dismal. At 
this point Christian Sclence is 
brought to his notice quite unexpect- 
edly, perhaps through the healing of 
a friend.

‘tian Science, and at once he is as- 


sailed by certain considerations of 
doubt chiefly concerned with false 
impressions of what Christian 6Scl- 
ence is, partly his own and partly 
what he has gained from others. 
There also array themselves before 
him a number of things which he 
believes that he would have to give 
up if he turned to Christian Sci- 
ence, and one may assume that for 
the first time in his life he is be- 
ginning to feel the nature of the fet- 
ters which bind him. They all plead 
for self. ; 

As for religion, he cannot recon- 
cile it with common sense. He is un- 
able to believe that God could be- 
come a man and dwell among men, 
or that, if He had a son, He could 
subject him to terrible ill-treatment 
as a means of expiating the sins of 
the world. Admittedly, he is vague 
on these questions, but although he 
does perhaps believe in God, he 
cannot think of Him as one thinks 
of a human personality, and so, as 
religion seems to demand of him 
that he should so think, he has 
given up thinking of it at all. Sci- 
ence, also, is something that he has 
considered to be equally beyond his 
ken. And yet, now that he hears of 
Christian Science, the need to get 
his own “thoughts about God more 
clearly defined is become urgent. It 
js to the average man, therefore, 
that these explanations are ad- 
dressed. 

NOT DOGMA, BUT HONESTY I8 
NEEDED. 

Now, religion and science are 
most frreconcilable when they are 
most dogmatic, for dogma tis a 
veritable Pandora box of misunder- 
standings, and if these two methods 
of approach to reality are ever to 
find favor with the average man, by 
appealing to his reason and -con- 
science, as they must in order that 
the prophecy “they shallall know Me 
(God) from the least of them to 
the greatest of them’’ may be ful- 
filled, it is essential that there should 
be absolute honesty and an avold- 
ance of dogma on both sides. We 
find a splendid example of such 
honesty, on the one hand, tn the 
frank admission of Prof. Poynting 
in his address before the British 
association: “We must confess,’ he 
said, “that physical laws have great- 
ly fallen off In dignity. We can only 
now assign to them the humble 
rank of mere descriptions, often er- 
roneous, of similarities which we be- 
lieve we have observed.” 

No lesser degree of honesty and 
humility must be looked for on the 
part of the tdealist. He must not 
lay down the law, either, and if it 
is the part of the physicist to prove 
by his methods the unreHable and 
lawless character of the testimony 
of the senses, it should eurely be 
the part of the idealist to restore 
the kingdom to Israel, by proving 
in his life that he has the under- 
standing of the only true and eternal 
law-giver, the divine principle, or In- 
finite mind, God. If he turns to 
Christian Science he wil cain this 
understanding and he will find there 
that religion and sclence ara become 
reconclied and Intelligible to all, for, 
as St. Paul says, “Other foundation 
can no man lay than that is—ald, 
which ts Jesus Christ.” 


A CLEAR WORKING THOUGHT- 


MODEL. . 
Another distinguished physicist, 
Prof. J. Arthur Thomson, has 


summed up the object of scientific 
research as being the construction of 
“a perfectly clear working thought- 
model." This is a very interesting 
Statement, for whereas dogma nec- 
essarily tends to limit freedom of 
thought, a thought-model tends in 
the other direction and acts as a 
mental stimulus. For instance, the 
ship-bullder who accepts the dogma 
that ship= are always bullt of wood 
gets left behind by the man who, 
taking for his thought-model the 
rules which govern floating objects, 
perceives that other materials besides 
wood can be used in the construction 
of ships. 

Prof. Thomson's summing up also 
provides us with an excellent an- 
swer to the _ criticism sometimes 
launched at Christian Science that, 
whatever else it may be, it is - 
scientific. For if Christian Scjence of- 
fers to us a clear working thought- 
model, as it undoubtedly does, it ts 
-—on Prof. Thomson's showing—es- 
sentially scientific. We all know a 
model as that to which the artist 
turns in order to study his impres- 
sions regarding his subject, and 
therefore a thought-model must be 
that to which one turns mentally to 
gain right ideas concerning life, 
God and man. 


But the habit of thinking in ac- 


cord with the testimony of the senses 
has resulted in  thought-model 
which includes all the beliefs of 
good and evil, and this is called, in 
Christian Science, mortal mind. The 
hopelessness of this material 
thought-model forced from St. Pau] 
the cry, “When I would do good, 
evil is present with me.” This 
thought-model is, however, found in 
Christian Science to be far from 
clear. Indeed, it is entirely lacking 
in any true perception or understand- 
ing of life. It is a standing illustra- 
tion of the words from the Book of 
Proverbs: “Where there is no vi- 
sion, the people perish.”” The Found- 
er of Christianity, perceiving the 
frailty of this material thought- 
model, said: “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away, but My words shall 
not pass away.” 

Jesus knew that the _ spiritual 
thought-model, to which He lived, 
was come as a new revelation to 
mankind, and that while their mate- 
rial beliefs would, one by one, break 
up and disappear, His words were 
to stand forever as the evidence of 
ae principle, or infinite mind, 
God, 

THE FEARLESS NAZARENE. 

Now, the consciousness of this dl- 
vine principle, or infinite mind, has 
always been reaching mankind 
through some measure of revelation 
or science, and this is the saving vi- 
sion. It was this that enabled the 
Nazarene prophet fearlessly to face 
the ritualism and superstition of His 
time, and it was this that gave him 
authority over these materialistic 
beliefs. It was this that enabled Him 
to prove to men that they were the 
victims of self-deception and that 
God, whom He visualized as a lov- 
ing Father, did not send disease, 
death, famine, want, tempest, or any 
other discordant thing. He summed 
up all law in the one word—love, 
and proved that this love, with its 
accompanying truth and life, was 
sufficient to triumph over every man- 
ifestation of evil, and cast out fear 
in all its forms. You find his own es- 
timate of His mission in suchepas- 
sages as: | 

“T am come that they might have 
life.” 

“To this end Was I born. ... 
that I should bear witness unto the 
truth.”’ 

have kept my Father's com- 
mandments and abide in His love.” 

The whole of His teaching and life 
seems to have been devoted to the 
application of these qualities—life, 
truth and love—to the thought proc- 
esses of mankind, and they were 
then, and still are, found to be potent 
to dissolve the false point of view— 
the point of view of the material 
senses. 

In these three words, life, truth 


and love, is presented the mina} 
which ts God, and in @ way which 
far transcends any corporeal sense of 
deity. Life being the true conscious- 
ness of existence; truth being the 
true consciousness of facts or spir- 
itual ideas; and love being the true 
consciousness of the harmony which 
broods over all with infinite tender- 
ness and care. 

THE THOUGHT-MODEL OF JESUS. 

If you study the Sermon on the 
Mount carefully, you will find that 
Jesus tells us very little directly 
about the nature of God, as one 
would do if he were describing the 
nature of a person or a building, or 
a picture, but He tells us a@ great 
deal dbout the state of mind which 
is necessary for us to have if we 
would gain an understanding of God 
and the immunity from evil, which 
accompanies such understanding. He 
emphasized the necessity of such 
qualities as humility, purity, mercy, 
sincercity, courage, obedience, kind- 
ness, cheerfulness, faith, justice, and 
so forth. These things were to Him 
the way in which the spirftual facts, 
life, truth and love, find their ex- 
pression in man. 

They were his working thought- 
model, and you will notice that into 
this thought-model enters not a sin- 
gle vestige of material sense testi- 
mony. 

Now, when a men desires to be- 
come proficient in some occupation, 
accountancy, for instance, he finds 
that he achieves right results and 
gains power in proportion as he ad- 
vances in his knowledge of the as- 
certained facts. To Jesus of Naz- 
areth all human occupations were 
entirely secondary to the one para- 
mount claim on us all—that of liv- 
ing one’s life on consistently true 
lines, This was what he meant by 
being about “his Father's business.” 
As he advanced in his understand- 
ing of the perfect principle of be- 
‘Ing, so he advanced in power until 
the time came when, having mas- 
tered all the claims of matter, he 
was able to say: “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” 
And this power which was given to 
him did not find its expression in 
an aggressive or dominating per- 
sonality, but In a wonderful meek- 
nese and gentleness. 

It has been argued that these are 
transcendental ideas peculiar to a 
divine persenality, and that, being 
outside the range of every-day hu- 
man experience, they are of little 
practical value. This is the false 
argument that has always tried to 
hald spiritual teaching at arm's 
length, and Christian Science is in 
the world today to bring home to 
us the essentially-practical nature 
of the Master’s thoughts about God, 
and to prove that the thought-model 
with which he equipped himself is 
available for us today, as much as 
it ever was. 

Did he not say to his disciples, 
“Be ye thepefore perfect, eve as 
your Father which !s tn heaven is 
perfect?” ‘This was his remedy for 
the imperfect, discordant human 
thought-model. He showed that an 
active faith in and love for the 
perfect principle of being, the 
source of all true harmony, was the 
remedy for every human ill. 
JESUS'S REJECTION OF MATTER. 


Some people seem to think that 
when Jesus declared that “the spirit 
fa willing, but the flesh Is weak,”’ he 
meant that, although one might be 
desirous of thinking spiritually, vet 
sooner of later the flesh, or material 
thinking, would be too strong for 
you, and that, therefore, a certain 
number of lapses were inevitable. 
That is exactly what he did not say. 
No, he was again contrasting the 
relative value of spirit and matter, 
as he often did, and he was saying 
that spirit, or divine principle, is 
ever available to men, while the 
flesh or material belief is always 
unstable, always profiting nothing. 
It is for you to choose. 

His nights of prayer, his constant 
healing work were to him the one 
sure way of keeping clear his own 
perception of the allness and ever 
presence and omnipotence of the 
divine Principle, his Father. “I 
must work the worm» of him that 
rent me while it is day,” he de- 
clared, “the night cometh, when no 
man can work.”” To him the day 
Was the light of espiritual under- 
standing, by which alone can any- 
thing be accomplished. In the be- 
setting night of materialism he saw 
such mental darkness as made all 
real work impossible. 

The so-called laws of matter, ex- 
pressed as limitation and disease, 
appeared before him only to disap- 
pear instantly, shown up, exposed, 
utterly discredited. What is called 
matter was less real to him than it 
is even to the Physicists of the pres- 
ent day, who believe it to be a sort 
of theoretical trinity composed of 
ether, electricity and energy. To 
him it was less even than a theory. 
Entirely devoid. of Intelligence or 
substance, it appeared only as a 
mental obsession, the false argu- 
ment of limitation, imperfection and 


discord. 

We read in Science and Health 
(p. 305): “A Aiscontented, discord- 
ant mortal is no more a man than 
discord is music.” What is a dis- 
contented, discordant mortal, then? 
It is the witness of materialism, the 
evidence of a consciousness enslaved 
by the belief that matter has life, 
substance and intelligence in itself, 
and that therefora/there is no es- 
cape from its bondage. The fet- 
ters of this bellef fall before a faith 
that is enlightened by the under- 
standing of the truth. 

HOLDING TO THE TRUE 

If you watch a musician tuning 
a. stringed instrument you will no- 
tice that he does not accept the evi- 
dence of the ear on the subject of 
the desired note. He is looking be- 
yond the sound given out by the 
string to a note that he has in his 
mind. He is really correcting the 
evidence presented to the ear with 
that mental note. When the sound 
given forth by the string harmonizes 
with the mental note, the work is 
done. 

To Jesus the human mind and 
body were very much what the 
string of the instrument and the 
sound ft produces ara to the musi- 
cian. The true man he knew to be 
a perfect idea, secure in the keeping 
of infinite mind, always harmonious. 
The evidence of the human mind 
and body no more deceived him in- 
to accepting a lesser standard for 
God's creation than the string de- 
ceives the musician into accepting a 
wrong note. He insisted on the real 
man—the perfect “image and like- 
ness” of God, and, tndeed, he never 
faw man as anything else. Could the 
musician tune his string if he did 
not know the note? Can you heal a 
sick man if you do not know what 
man is? The attempt to heal a man 
by treating him eimplv as a thing 
of brain, blood, bones, etc., and leav- 
ing his mental condition entirely out 
of the question, is now condemned 
by many doctors: but for the most 
part they still proceed on the as- 
sumption that the mental condition 
of the patient ts the outcome of his 
physical condition, and their efforts 
are aimed chiefly at doctoring the 
latter. 

I remember an old Dutch print 
which I came across once, wherein 
was depicted a sick man living tn 
his bed, with a number of medicine 
bottles at hand and at the foot of 


now, and be enabled to say as David 


the bed was a taunting figure, with 


cloven hoof and barbed tall, from 


whose lips came the words, “How! 
well I have deceived him.” 

This might have been a repre- 
sentation of this so-called mortal 
mind, first enslaving the thoughts of 
mankind with wrong desires and 
false opinions, and then enslaving 
their bodies by making them think 
that the only way of escape is 
through matter. Another shackle is 
added to their chains when the at- 
tempt is made by means of hypnotic 
power to induce the sufferer to ex- 
change his present belief for another 
belief, whether calling itself good or 
evil, of this same mortal mind. 

Christian Science has no sympathy 
with “any such methods. Indeed, it 
denounces all forms of mental domli- 
nation, whether practiced in the 
name of healing, or otherwise. 

Christian Science teaches, in line 
with the scriptures, that what is 
needed is not the attempt by human 
means to make the body well, but 
that this human mind, with its ma- 
terlalistic tendencies, should be laid 
off, as St. Paul says. For true beal- 
ing we must turn unreservediy to 
the divine mind, and thus awake 
from the mesmeric sleep of mate- 
rialism to find the truth about man 
—as the spiritual idea of this divine 
mind. An honest effort in this di- 
rection is always taccompanied by 
healing, for it is in the divine mind 
that we find the truth which makes 
free both mind and body. It is 
through the teachings and example 
of the man Jesus that we learn the 
truth about the divine mind. “Be- 
lieve me that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in Me;” He said to 
His disciples, “or else believe Me 
for the very works’ sake.” 
CHRISTIANITY AND FAITH- 

HEALING, 

People sometimes speak slight- 
ingly of faith-healing, but surely all 
healing is faith-healing. Is it not al- 
ways “according to your faith” 
whether you are swallowing the 
mixture “as before,” sitting in a mud 
bath, or having your body pum- 
meled’? It may not always be your 
own individual faith in the process, 


s0 much as your bellef in other peo- 8 


but according to 
your faith it will ultimately be. 
Christian Science teaches that the 
understanding of God's true nature 
and its corollary, the truth about 
man, supplies the only right kind of 
falth which necessarily eud natur- 
ally expele the sick, discordant or 
sinning point of view. And this is 
the Christ way by which a man may 
prove for himself the reality of 
God's love, its strengthening, pro- 
tecting, healing influence here and 


ple’s faith in it, 


said: “Though {' walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fee] no evil; for Thou art with me. 
Thy rod and Thy staff, they comfort 
me.” 

it Is sometimes said, however, that 
if you are going to deny matter and 
its supposed Jaws, you knock the bot- 
tom out of existence and live in a 
world of dreams by yourself, like the 
dog who dropped ‘the bone to pick up 
its shadow reflected in the stream. 
But you must remember that when 
the dog dropped the bone, he lost 
the shadow too; whereas when a 
man begins to let go of his material 
beliefs and to make the perfect prin- 
ciple and idea, the Master's thought- 
model, his, experience shows that he 
invariably finds himself benefitted 
physically, morally and spiritually, 
and with a much stronger grasp on 
reality and substance than he ever 
had before. 


If the teachings of Christian 
Science seem startling to some 
orthodox Christians of the present 


day, it must be because they have 
lost sight of the startling nature of 
the Christ teaching at its very incep- 
tion. John the Baptist saw it asthe 
ax “laid unto the root of the trees” 
felling to earth the false material 
systems and superstitions of man- 
kind. Jesus said that he came not to 
bring peace on earth—tLe., to mate- 
rialism, where there is no peace— 
but a sword. We need to remember 
that this startling teaching, fanned 
into a consuming flame by the resur- 
rection of the great teacher of life, 
redated human history. The dawn 
of the Christian era marks the com- 
mencement of a new purpose among 
men to dethrone materialism; not to 
try and make it good, but to make 
an end of it on the basis of the 
Christ, “the wisdom of God and the 
power of God,” as St. Paul says. 
THE TRUE FOUNDATION. 


What was it that Jesus established 
his church on? Could itt possibly 
have been a mortal or material con- 
cept of life or manhood? Some have 
thought so, but Christian Science 
teaches that the rock, the immovable 
fact, upon which he founded his 
Church, was not the material per- 
sonality of Peter, but the spiritual 
idea to which Peter gave utterance, 
“Thou art the Christ, the son of the 
living God.” In that moment of il- 
lumination Peter saw the divine 
mind and his Christ, the perfect or 
true model of manhood, revealed to 
mortals in the man Jesus, and he 
had his beloved Master's assurance 
that it was not flesh and blood, the 
material senses, which had revealed 
this to him, but the Father which is 
in heaven. Against this idea “the 
gates of hell,” the arguments of 
matter, could never prevail. From 
henceforth this was to be the true 
basis for all scientific thought and 
demonstration, and this is the foun- 
dation upon which the Christian 
Science movement stands today. 

We know that Jesus left no writ- 
ten records of his teaching. His 
acientific method was different from 
that, it was written in the lives of his 
followers. His action In writing on 
the ground, as recorded in the gos- 
pel of St. John, may have served to 
point a lesson on the emptiness of 
mere familiarity with the written 
word—the letter without its spirit. 
Carlyle once said in a lecture: “Ac- 
tions only will be found to have been 
preserved when writers are forgot- 
ten. Actions will not be destroyed, 
their influence must live forever.” 
It is easy for some to talk and it is 
easy for some to write, but what Is 
needed is the doing—the actual 
overcoming of material belief with 
the spiritual fact, of evil with good— 
and if the way to that sometimes 
seen.s difficult, is not its accomplish- 
ment worth while? 

Let me read a passage from 
“Science and Health” (page 473:) 

“Jesus established what he said by 
demonstration, thus making his acts 
of higher importance than his words. 
He proved what he taught. This is 
the Science of Christianity. Jesus 
proved the principle, which heals the 
sick and casts out error, to be dli- 
vine.” 

Can it be said that any less proof 
fe required of his followers today? 

The call to us all today is to 
throw off our allegiance to the false 
material throught-model, 
ourselves from the dust of ma- 
terialism, and put on the beautiful 
garments of scientific thinking and 
doing. 

THE BATTLEGROUND AND THE

With to 
quietness, this is needed to offset 
tthe false claim of activity, which 
urges in a multiplicity of ways that 
not to be materially active is to be 
convicted of sloth, indolence, waste 
of time, etc. Whether hig occupa- 
tion is carried on in silence and 
alone or whether it takes him into 
the busiest haunts of men, a Chris- 
tian Scientist holds as his most 
treasured possession that inward 
quietness which comes from his un- 
derstanding of the truth. 

“Be still, and know that I am 
God,” wrote the Psalmist. The 
Master understood it better than all, 
and said that he gave his peace un-

Persistence is needed for meeting 
and overthrowing the arguments of 
discouragement, which, in one rm 
or another, turn up to bar the way 
to right endeavor.

Those Who Can Pass Examina- 
tions Under Amended Law. 


Under the new law, extending the 
operations of the civil service law 
to the Postoffice Department, there 
will be examinations for third-class 
postmasters at Indio, Oceanside and 
Universal City, November 14.
